1. F.H.A. Title II. 

Title II is a provision of the National Housing Act to 
provide FHA insurance of mortgage loans on residential 
property. 

2. Who can obtain an FHA insured loan on a one to 
four-family dwelling? 

Any responsible person with a steady income and good 
credit record. 

3. What kind of property can be financed with an FHA 
loan? 

Any residential property which meets the requirements 
as to location, character of neighborhood, and type of 
construction. It may be a detached house, semi-detached, 
one of a row, or a building providing far not more than 
four families. 

4. Must the borrower live in the home to secure an 
FHA loan? 

No. The home may be built to rent, for an investment. 

5. What is the maximum amount of loan under an in- 
sured mortgage? 

(I) The loan may be for 90% of the appraised value of 
the property which does not have an appraised value of 
more than $6,000. 

(2) If the appraised value is more than 
$6,000 and not more than $10,000, the 
loan may be for 90% of the first $6,000 
plus 80% of the balance of the appraised 
value. 

(3) If the appraised value 
is more than $10,000, the loan 
may be for not more than 80% 
of the appraised value of the 
entire property. 

6. How much time may be 
allowed to repay the mort- 
gage? 

(1) On mortgages for not 
more than $5,400, if made be- 
fore July 1, 1939, the payments 
may extend over a maximum 
period of 25 years.

(2) On mortgages for not more than $5,400 made after 
June 30, 1939, the payments may extend over a maximum 
period of 20 years. 

(3) On all mortgages for more than $5,400 the payments 
may extend over a maximum of not more than 20 years. 

7. How is the loan paid off? 

In equal monthly payments over a period for which the 
loan is made. (See Table 5.) 

8. Can a down payment of more than 10% be made? 

Yes, any amount. 

9. If the lot is owned by the borrower and is worth 
10% of the total value of the property — house and lot — is 
it necessary to make a cash down payment? 

No, the value of the lot is figured into the down pay- 
ment. 

10. How is the value of the lot determined? 

It is appraised by the FHA on the basis of present value. 

11. What do the monthly payments cover? 

Insurance of loan; ground rents, taxes, special assess- 
ments, fire and other hazard insurance premiums; interest 
on the mortgage, and payments on the principal of the 
loan. 

12. Do the monthly payments provide for the upkeep 
and repair of the house? 

No. 

13. What interest is charged for the loan? 

Not more than 5% per year on the unpaid balance. 

14. Has the interest charge been reduced under the 
revised law? 

No. 

15. What charge is made for the insurance of the loan? 

(1) On mortgages for not more than $5,400, made be- 
fore July 1, 1939, on newly built homes, it is one-fourth 
of one per cent on the unpaid balance. 

(2) On all other mortgages it is one-half of one per 
cent on the unpaid balance.
